We are tested by trifles 
when we least suspect It. Trifles 
mark essentials. Each man stood de- 
clared' by the way he drank. Thus 
God brings lip His fighting host to 
Its required strength by reducing it. 
It is not by addition, but hy purifica- 
tion He makes His Ironsides. Our 
strength Is not according to our num- 
bers, but according to our intensity. 
God: can do more with three hundred 
picked, brave, determined men than 
with thirty thcusand swept out of 
the street. Cromwell, centuries later, 
proved the same thing. H« wrote to 
his friend: "I have a lovely company; 
. . . honest, sober. Christian men. 
I raised such men as had the fear of 
God before them; such men as made 
a conscience of what they did; and 
from that day forward they were never 
beaten." That in an ironside : "A 
soldier whose whole soul was rihhed 
and plated all round with sound 
morals and true religion. — Samuel 
Cbadwick.

He prayed for a long time, 
and is now calmly sleeping, his Bible 
by his bed.

Hosea Till. 1-14.— -Life la a seed- 
time. Of all men It may be said, 
"They have sown," Wise men address 
to themselves the question, "What 
will the harvest be ?" For all harvest 
Is eertaln, and the crop reaped will he 
of the same kind as the seed sown. 
Here the sowing was careless, mis- 
chievous, alnfnl, and the harvest was 
of tho same reckless, ruthless, min- 
gled character, only terribly Intensi- 
fied. Wind grew Into whirlwind. Let 
none think they can measure, much 
less limit, the conseqnenees of sin. 
When once the winds are up, who 
can still them 7 He who spends his 
life without Christ, may dream of a 
happy future, but be will be deceived, 
"It hatb no stalk, the blade shall yield 
no meal." Wlthont God, nothing Is 
wise, or strong, or worth the doing. 
Only to live unto God Is a wise sow- 
ing. It Is a great sin to corrupt the 
worship of God, and they who do it 
shall not b- guiltless In thf> eight of 
God. 'Multiplied altars may some- 
times mess more aids to wrong-doing. 

TUESDAY. 

Hosea It 1-17. — The discourse here 
takes a new start The prophet is 
a witness )f the wild rejoicings of 
harvest, and warns his people not to 
be so exuberant, for they must go 
forth Into captivity. Three times In 
this and the next two chapters he 
recurs to tso early hiewr* ol its Is- 
raelites, and shows how they bave 
constantly met the Divine mercy with 
rebellion and idolatry, so that Jehovah 
bas no choice but to thrust them a- 
way. Let us not forget that the sins 
of those 'who have made a profession 
of religion, and wbo profess to he 
related to the Lord, are more provok- 
ing to Him than the sins of others. 
What a great privilege It was to have 
a lot In "lmmanuel's land"; how sore 
the punishment to be driven out of It! 
It was like the driving out of our 
first parents out of Eden. Those can- 
not dwell In the Lord's land that will 
not obey His laws, nor be Influenced 
by His love. Israel. In Seeing to 
Egypt, thought to escape destruction: 
in this tbey were sadly mistaken, for 
Egypt became their grave. Those who 
ihlnk tbat tbey can flee from the judg- 
ments of God, may meet their death 
where they hoped to save their lives. 

WEDNESDAY. 

Hosea s. 1-16.— "Their heart Is di- 
vided" (verse 2). Israel, as a nation, 
dlvldcl Its allegiance between Jehov- 
ah and Baal, and so became good for 
nothing, and was given up to 
captivity. God' has given ue hut one 



heart, and the attempt to have two. or 
to divide the one, is in every InBlance 
Injurious. If we aim at any other 
object apart from the glory of God. 
we are sure to spend a poor, unpro- 
fitable life, and our character must 
Inevitably be faulty. Heart disease 1b 
a dire malady, for It Is a disease of 
the very fountain of life, and affects 
every part of our nature. If not 
cured It will end fatally and perhaps 
suddenly, as heart disease Is apt to 
do. It Is God Who calls us to 
break up the fallow ground of our un- 
cultivated heart, and He waits to aid 
us therein. When the Lord comes to 
us in righteousness, we shall reap in 
mercy. 

THURSDAY. 

Hosea xl. 1-12.— How gracious the 
Lord was to Israel. They were a 
people tor whom He had done more 
than for any people under heaven, 
and to whom He tad given more. 
Again and again He had proved His 
parental love, and yet how ill Is the 
return Israel had made for It. When 
they were young, In the earliest stages 
of their natural existence, that love 
was manifested. Those of us who 
have grown up ought often to reflect 
upon the goodness of God to ns In 
our childhood. What fatherly love 
manifests Itself In verse 3. First the 
Lord trained 'Israel to walk, then 
when be was tired He carried him In 
Ills arms, and when sick He healed 
him. God's spiritual Israel are thus 
treated to-day. The same love flows 
out towards us. We ohange; God's 
love never. The drawing with the 
cords of love is a new Image suggest- 
ed by z. 11, and gives a further des- 
cription of the fatherly love of God. 
Not with violence suited to an unruly 
heifer, but with the cords such as 
men can bear, did the Lord win His 
people's obedience. 

FRIDAY. 

Hosea xl. 1-14 —Here we And that 
Ephraim and Judah are put in mind 
of tbedr father Jacob, whose seed 
they were, and whose name they bore. 
The prophet brings before them three 
episodes in his history, and applies 
them to their spiritual wants. But 
as we are led to Interpret the pro- 
phet's thought, the Israelites, Instead 
of justifying their name, stained its 
lustre by refusing to wait npon God, 
and seeking for weak, human help. 
We are told that the angel who 
wrestled with Jacoh was God, and 
tbat Jacob wept, this Information not 
helng fonnd In Genesis. Prayers -ind 
tears are the weapons with wblch the 
saints have obtained many victories. 
What we want to-day 1b more waiting 
upon uoa. 



SATURDAY. 



Hosea xlll. 1-16.— Israel signed his 
own death-warrant when he lapsed 
Into Baal-worehlp. Therefore the na- 
tion can but drift away like clond, or 
chaff, or smoke. How little the Lord 
deserved such treatment! But Is- 
rael's destruction has already begun; 
they shall he torn piecemeal. The 
metaphors of a Hon, leopard, and bear, 
bringing punishment, teach us tbat 
abused goodness turns Into great sev- 
erity. That the Judgments of God, 
when they come against Impenitent 
sinners, will be very terrible and Ir- 
resistible. They will rend the -cord 
of the heart and illl the seal with con- 
fusion.

DAVID LIVINGSTONE. 



Concluded. 



HE Zambesi Expedition, of 
Which. Livingstone thus be- 
came commander, sailed 
from Liverpool in H. M. S. 
, Pearl, on March 10th, 1858, 
and reached the mouth of 
the Zambesi on May 14th, 
and tbe party ascended the 
river from the Kongone mouth in a 
steam launch, the Ma-Hobert," reach- 
ing Tette on September 8th. The re- 
mainder of the year was spent In ex- 
amining the river above Tette, and 
especially the Kebrabasa Rapids. Most 
of the year 1869 was spent in explora- 
tion, and much of tbe year 1860 was 
spent by Livingstone In fulfilling his 
promise to take such of the Makololo 
home as cared to go. In January, the 
next year, arrived Bishop Mackenzie 
and a party of missionaries, sent out 
by tbe Universities Mission, to es- 
tablish^ a Station on the Upper Shire. 
After exploring the River Rovuma 
for thirty miles in his new venue], the 
Pioneer, Livingstone and the mission- 
aries proceeded up the Shire to 
Chlbisa's; there they found the slave 
trade rampant, desolating the country 
and paralyzing all effort. On July 
16th, Livingstone, ancomnanied by 
several native carriers, started to 
show the Bishop the eountry. Several 
bands of 

Slaves, Whom Thsy Met, Were Lib- 
crated, 

and. after seeing the missionary party 
settled In .the- highlands of Magomero, 
to tho south ot Lake Shirwa, Living- 
stone spent from August to Novem- 
ber In exploring Lake Nyassa. While 
the boat sailed up the west side of 
the lake to near the north end, the 
explorer marched along the shore. He 
returned more resolved than ever to 
do hts utmost to rouse the 
civilized world to put down 
the desolating slave-trade. On Jan. 
30th, 1802, at the Zambesi mouth, 
Livingstone welcomed his wife and 
the ladies of the mission, with whom 
were the sections of the Lady Nyassa, 
a river steamer, which Livingstone 
had had built at his own expense, ab- 
sorbing most of the profits of his . 
hook, and for whleh he never got any 
allowance. When the mission ladles 
reached the mouth of the Huo trlbut- 
ary of the Shire, they were stunned 
to hear of the death of the Bishop 
and Mr, Burrup. This was a sad blow 
to Livingstone, seeming to have ren- 
dered all his efforts to establish a 
mission futile. A. still greater loss to 
him was that of bis wife, at Shupanga, 
en April '27th, 1863.

He was naturally disappointed with 
the results of the expedition, all .its 
leading objects being thwarted 
through no blame of his. For the 
unfortunate disagreements which ec- 
1 curred, nnd tor which he was blamed 
■ in some ^quarters, he ■ must he hold 
acquitted, as he was by the author- 
ities at home; though it is not neces- 



sary to maintain that Livingstone was 
exempt from the trying effects on the 
temper of African fever, or from the 
intolerance of lukewarmness which 
belongs to all exceptionally-strong 
natures. Still, the results at the time, 
and especially those of the future, 
were great. 

By Murchlson, and his other 
staunch friends, Livingstone was as 
warmly welcomed as ever. When 
Murchlson proposed to him that he 
should go out again, although he 
seems to have had a desire to spend 
the remainder of his days at home, 
the prospect was too tempting to he 
rejected. He wa H appointed H. M, 
consul to central Africa without a 
salary, and the Government contribut- 
ed only £600 to the expedition. The 
chief help came from private friends. 
During the latter part of the expedi- 
tion the Government granted him 
£1.000, but that, when he learned of 
it, was devoted to his great under- 
taking. The Geographical Society 
contributed £600. Tbe two main ob- 
jects of tbe expedition were 

The Suppression of Slavery 

by means of civilizing Influences, and 
the ascertainment of the watershed 



with the fearful dysentery and dread- 
ful ulcers, and other ailments which 
subsequently attacked him, and which 
he had no medicine to counteract, no 
doubt told fatally, even on 'his iron 
frame.. The Ciiambeze was crossed 
on January 28th; and the south end 
of the Tanganyika reached on March 
31st Here, much to his vexation, he 
got. into the company of Arab slave 
dealers, by whom 'his ' movements 
were hampered; but he succeeded in 
reaching Lake Moero. After, visiting - 
Lake Mofwa and the Lualaba, which 
he believed was the upper part of the 
Nile, he, on July 18th, discovered 
Lake Bangweolo. Proceeding up the 
west coast of Tanganyika, he reached 
UJIJ1 on March I4th, 1869, 

"A Ruckle of' Bones." 
Supplies had been forwarded to him 
at Ujijl, but had been knavlshly made 
away with by those to whose care they 
had been entrusted. Livingstone re- 
crossed Tanganyika - In July, and 
through the country of the Manyuema, 
' he tried In vain, for a -whole year, to 
reach and cross the Lualaba — baffled 
partly by the natives, partly by the 
slave hunters, and partly by his long 
Illnesses. It was, indeed, not till 
March 29tb, 1871, that be succeeded 
In reaching the Lualaba, at the town 
of Nyangwe, where he stayed four 
months, vainly trying to get a canoe 
to take him across. It was here that 
a party of Arab slavers, without warn- 
ing or provocation, assembled one day, 
when tbe market was huslest, and 
commenced shooting down poor wo- 
men, hundreds being killed or drown- 
ed in trying to escape. Livingstone 
bad "the impression that he was In

in the region hetween Nyassa and 
Tanganyika. Leaving England in the 
middle of August, 186B, via Bombay', 
Livingstone arrived at Zanzibar on 
January 28th, 1866. He started for 
tbe Interior of Africa on April '4th. 
HIS company consisted of thirteen 
sepoys, ten Johanna men, nine Afrlean 
boys from Nasslck School, Bombay, 
and four hoys from the Shire region, 
besides camels, buffalos, mules, and 
donkeys. This imposing outfit soon 
meited away to four or five boys. 
Rounding the south end of Lake 
Nyassa, Livingstone struck In a 
north-west direction, for the south 
end of Lake Tanganyika, over country 
much of which had not previously 
heen explored. The Loangwa was 
crossed on December 16th, and on 
Christmas Day Livingstone lost his 
four goats, a loss which he felt very 
keenly, and the medicine chest was 
stolen In January. 1B68. Fever came 
upon him, and, for a time, was bis 
almost constant companion ; this, 



bell," but was helpless, though his 
"first impulse was to pistol the mur- 
derers." Tbe account of this scene, 
which he sent home, roused Indigna- 
tion In England to such a degree as 
to lead to determined and . to a con- 
siderable extent, successful efforts to 
gel the Sultan of Zanzibar to suppress 
the trade. In sickened disgust the 
weary traveler made his way bsok 
to Ujijl, which he reached on October 
13th. Five days after his arrival In 
Ujijl he was cheered and Inspired 
with new life, and completely set up 
again, as he said, by the timely ar- 
rival of Mr. H. M. Stanley, the richly- 
laden almoner of Mr, Gordon Bennett, 
of the New York Herald. Mr. Stan- 
ley's residence with Livingstone was 
almost tbe only hright episode of 
these last sad years. With Stanley, 
Livingstone explored the north end 
of Tanganyika, and proved conclus- 
Ively that the Luslze runs Into, not 
out of, It. In the end of the year the 
two started eastward for Unyan- 



yemhe, where Stanley provided Liv- 
ingstone with. >i liberal supply of 
goods, and bade him farewell. Stan- 
ley left on March 16th, 1872, and after 
Livingstone had waited wearily at 
Unyanyemhe for five. months, a troop 
of fifty-seven men and boys arrived, 
good and faithful fellows, on the 
whole, selected hy Stanley himself. 
Thus attended, he started, on Angus? 
16th, for Lake Bangweolo, proceeding 
along the east side of Tanganyika. 
- His old enemy, dysentery, soon found 
him out. In January, 1873, the party 
got among the endless spongy jungle 
on tbe east of Lake Bangweolo, Liv- 
ingstone's object bolng to go round by 
the south, and away west, to find tho 
"fountains." Vexatious delays took 
place, and the journey hecame one 
constant wade below, under an almost 

Endless Pour of Rain from Above. 

The doctor got worse and worse, but 
no Idea of danger seems to have oc- 
curred to him. At last, In the middle 
of April, be bad unwillingly to submit 
to he carried In a rude litter; On 
April 29th, Chltambo's village, on the 
Lullmala, In Ilala, on the south shore 
of the lake, was reached. The last 
entry In the journal Is April 27th : 
"Knocked up quite, and remain — re- 
cover — sent to huy milch goats. We 
are on the banks of tbe Molllamo." 
On April 30tH, Ha, with Ulfflculty. 
wound up his watch, and early on tne 
morning of May 1st, the hoys found 
"the great master," as they called 
him, kneeling hy the side of his hed, 
dead. His faithful men preserved his 
hody In the sun as well as they could, 
and wrapped It carefully up, earried 
It and all his papers, instruments, 
and other things, across Africa, to 
Zanzibar. It was borne to England 
with all honor, and on April 18th, 
1874, was deposited In Westminster 
Abbey, amid tokens of mourning and 
admiration such as England aceords 
only to her greatest sons. Govern- 
ment bore all the funeral expenses. 
His faithfully-kept journals, during 
these seven years' wanderings, were 
published under the title of "The Last 
Journals of David Livingstone In Cen- 
tral Africa," in 1874, edited by his old 
friend, the Rev. Horace Waller. 

In spite of ' his sufferings, and the 
many eompulsory delays, Living- 
stone's discoveries during these last 
years were both extensive and of 
prime importance, No single African 
explorer bus ever done so much for 
African geography as Livingstone dur- 
ing bis thirty years' work. His travels 
covered one-third of the continent, 
extending from tbe Gape to near the 
equator, and from the Atlantic to the 
Indian Ocean. Livingstone was no 
hurried traveler; he did his journeys 
leisurely, earefully observing and re- 
cording all that was worthy of note, 
with rare geographical instinct and 
the eye of a trained scientific observ- 
er, studying the ways of the people, 
eating their toad, living In their hutu, 
and sympathizing with their joys and 
sorrows. It will he long till the tra- 
dition of bis sojourn dies out among 
the native tribes, who, almost without 
exception, treated Livingstone as a 
superior being; his treatment of 
them was always tender, gentle, and 
gentlemanly. But the direct gains to 
geography and science are not the 
greatest results of Livingstone's jour- 
neys. He eoncelved, developed, and 
carried out to suceess a nohle . and 
mnny-sided purpose, with an 

Unflinching and Self-Sacrlflcing En- 
ergy and Courage 

that entitle him to take rank among 
the great and strong, who, single- 
handed, have been able materially 
to Influence human progress, and the 
advancement of knowledge. His ex- 
ample and his death have acted like 
an inspiration, filllnK Africa with an 
army of explorers and missionaries, 
and raising In Europe so powerful a 
feeling against the slave trade that 
it may be considered as having re- 
ceived its deatb-blow. Personally, 
Livingstone waa a pure and tender- 
hearted man, full of humanity and 
sympathy, simple-minded as a ehlld. 
The motto of his life was the advice 
he gave to some school children In 
Scotland, "Fear God, and work hard."

The next evening we took the train 
for Lunenhurg, wblch Is a beautiful 
place. We have heard a lot nhout 
Lcnenhurg being a "hard go," hut It 
did not look so to me, and Capt. Mc- 
WHIIams says It is not so. Out of 
seventeen soldiers on the roll fifteen 
were on the march. If some of our 
large corps could do as well propor- 
tionately.

Karloman then becam-c Emperor. 
He was also King of Bavaria and of 
Italy, and his next hrother. Ludwlg. 
was King of Saxony, where an old 
chronicler says that his life was use- 
less alike tu himself, the Church, and 
his kingdom; and so, when Karloman 
died, the Empire was given to th« 
youngest brother. Karl III., called dc;|- 
Dlck«. the Thick, who turned out not 
to he mueli wiser or more active, in 
his time the Northmen made worse 
Inroads than ever ; and though, on 
the death of his cousin, called Louis 
the Stammerer. France likewise fell 
to him, he was quite unable to pro- 
tect his people anywhere; and when 
the Count of Paris forced his way 
through the Northern fleet In th« 
Seine, and came to beg his help, he 
could do nothing but offer a sunt of 
money to buy them off. Everybody 
was weary of him. and al Insl mi as- 
semhly was held at Trlhur. on the 
Rhine, which declared him unfit to 
rule, and sent hlin Into a monastery, 
where he died In two months. In 888, 
Arnulf. a son of Karloman. was made 
Emperor, hut the French took the 
brave Count of Paris for their Kins. 
and France never formed part of Hi" 
Empire again. Arnulf was u brave 
Kaiser, and so heat oft the Northmen 
that they never greatly molested 
Germany again ; hut he died young. 
In 899, when his son. Ludwlg III., 
called the Child, was only six yearn 
old. He had a stormy reign, so tor- 
mented _ by the Magyars, who were 
trying to push beyond Hungary, that 
he died of grief, quite worn out. in 
B12. 

As the Karling line was worn out. 
the German nobles chose another 
Frank, Konrad. Count of Franconla. 
for their king, and when, at the end 
of six years, he died, he hade them 
choose in his stead Count Helnrieh 
of Saxony. who had been his enemy, 
and heat him in a great battle, but 
whom he thought the only man who 
had skill enrugh to defend Germany. 

Helnrieh w as hawking on the Harz 
Mountains when the news of this ad- 
viee was brought to him, and he Is. 
therefore, called Helnrieh the Fowler. 
He was wise and brave, and brought 
ull the tree; dukedoms of Germany 
under his rule. These were, besides 
Saxony. Franconla, Swahla. Bavaria, 
and Lorraine. His great wars wore 
with the Magyars in Hungary, 
Though he beat him In one battle, he 
was forced to make a truee for nine 
years, and pay them tribute In gold 
al! the time. During all that time he 
was preparing himself and his people, 
and training his nobles to light on 
horseback, by games which some peo- 
ple say were the beginning of tourna- 
ments. The men of lower rank were 
to be also trained to fight from the 
time they were thirteen years old, 
and to meet near the villages every 
three days to practice the use of 
arms, Bcsldos, he saw that the great 
want was of walled cltlos, where the 
people might take shelter from their 
enemies; so he built towns and walled 
them in, and commanded that one 
man out of every nine should live in a 
burg, as these fortresses were called. 
Thus began the burghors of Germany. 
The public meetings, fairs, markets. 
and feasts were to take place within 
the towns, and Justice was to he dealt 
out there. Stores were to be kept In 
ease of a siege, and the country peo- 
ple were to send In a part of their 
produce to supply them, and in t.lilB 
way they were made the great gatbor- 
lng-plaees of tho eountry. 

When Helnrieh thought the country 
quits ready to fight against the Mag- 
yars, he defied them, when next they 
sent for tribute, by giving them no- 
thing but a wretched mangy dog. 
The next year ttey entered Germany 
to punish him. but he heat llirtn at 
Keusehbarg. Then they lighted bea- 
con IlreH on the hills to rouse their 



people, and a great multitude mus- 
tered to overwhelm t|, e Germans ; at 
l.hii same place. Keusebberg. Hein- 
riih unfolded Hie banner of St. Mleli- 
iif'l, nnd rushed on the euemy, all lib 
men crying out the Greek respouse, 
"Kyrle elelson," "Lord, have mercy." 
wlille the Magyars answered with 
wild shouts of "Hui ! Hul !" hut they 
were totally defeated, and driven baek 
within Hungary. After this his troops 
hailed him as Emperor, He also eun- 
uiirred the Duke of Bohemia, -iud 
mado him do homage to the King of 
tiennany. He beat back the Wends, 
who lived on the marshes of the 
Iliiltic Sea, east of the Saxons, nnd 
were their great enemies; and he 
also tried to drive hack the Danea. 
He tried t" get these nations to be- 
come Chrlsllaiis, but he only succeed- 
ed with some of the Bohemians, where 
11il> good Duke Weneeslaf v/an a 
Christian ahcadv, thanks to his mo- 
ther, St. Ludmllln. He Is the same 
of whom the pretty story Is told that 
we have In the ballad of "Good King 
Weneeslaa." though he was not ren'Jy 
n king. He wbb murdered by Ills 
wicked brother. BoleBlaf. anil the 
Chrl stin nB were persecuted for some 
years. The good King Helnrieh 
meant, to go to Home to he crowned 
Kaiser by the Pope, hut lie never could 
be spared long enough from home. 
and died In the year 93G.

It Is said that the house and 
property have been offered to the 
Army for tbe sum of $1,800. Another 
such position, at such a price, I hardly 
think could be obtained in this city. 
To a very large extent tbe Army may 
be complimented on the ability nnd 
Integrity of Its officers on this Island, 
but the Army needs officers of ihe 
very beat stamp. It is not enough to 
have men with hraln. and muscle. i:nd 
backbone, and Jawhonc, but what ihe 
Army needs more than anything else 
la quality — men of ardent dcvotlan 
and faith In God; men too holy, <»nd 
too Chrlstllke. and lofty In their alms 
to waste prccloue moments, or trifle 
with precious souls. Tbe tendeney 
throughout the Christian world is to 
allow the social side of human nature 
to dominate the spiritual side, i instead 
of having the two harmoniously blend- 



ed to the glory of God. The Army. In 
many places. Is not absulutely fiee 
from this danger. The respunsibility 
of the Army is very great. God is 
using It for Hts glory and the good of 
souls, and while It continues to hold 
up Calvary's Cross, as the great cen- 
tral attraction of the nations. Its suc- 
cess is assured.

"For constipation, I know of no bet- 
ter remedy than a couple of glasses 
of cold water taken upon retiring, 
and "also the' first thing In the morn- 
ing: 

"RheumatiBm Is also said to flee 
from a persistent deluging of the sys- 
tem with this dimple fluid. A gallon 
of water should be taken dally, two 
quarts in the morning before break- 
fast, and the other two between meals 
during the day. Of course, this quan- 
tity cannot be taken at first, but must 
be attained gradually. Neither must 
it be bolted down as one gulps a glass 
of soda, but taken slowly, with Inter- 
vals of rest.

Another patient was cured of a very 
severe attack of rheumatism in four 
weeks, by simply drinking cold water, 
and carefully regulating her diet, 
whlcb consisted mostly in abstaining 
from Bweets and red-blooded meat, 
beef, In particular." 

Rheumatism, constipation, and 
sleeplessness are tbree formidable 
foes. If nature's beverage cah suc- 
cessfully grapple with them, Is It not 
well to avoid drugs, and to cleanse 
the By stem with pure water, free to 
all, and unfailing In Its BUpply 7 

An excellent gargle for sore throat 
Is listeria© water, In the proportion 
of ono-third listerlne to two-thirds 
water. It Is very pleasant to the 
taste, purifies the hrealb, and Is a 
good disinfectant.

CHAPTER XXV. 
DISINFECTION. 

To disinfect hed-llnen, clothing, 
towels, and everything that has been 
about the patient, ptaee them In a 
solution made by dissolving sulphate 
of zlne and common salt in the pro- 
portion of four ounces of each to a 
gallon of hot water. 

To disinfect drains, cesspools, sew- 
ers, cellars, yards, etc., wash them 
with a solution made by dissolving 
sulphate of iron, eailcd copperas, In 
hot water, in the proportion of one 
and a-half pounds of copperas to the 
gallon. In the sick-room fresh air Is 
the best disinfectant. 

The discharges from the patient are 
received in a vessel containing the 
copperas soluLIou. or sUbuld be Im- 
mediately covered with it. The dis- 
charges likely to cause the disease In 
others are : In typhoid fever, the 
evacuations of the bowels; in chol- 
era, the evacuations and the vomited 
matter; In diphtheria, the expectora- 
tion. The expectoration of those who 
are consumptive should he carefully 
collected in paper boxes, which are 
made for the purpose, and should be 
burned before It has ah opportunity 
to dry. 

To Disinfect an Unoccupied Room. 
— Close it as tightly as possible, stop- 
ping up the cracks and key-holes. For 
a room ten feet Bquare, use two 
pounds of roll sulphur. Place the f.ul- 
phur In a pan set on a brick placed 
in a tub, with a little water In the 
bottom. Heavy hlankets, hedding, 
clothes, and other articles too hulky 
to be treated with the zinc solution, 
are opened, and exposed to the fumes 
of the sulphur. Set the sulphur on 
Are, and keep the room closed for 
twenty-four hours. 

The above Is the method of proced- 
ure nfter a room has heen occupied 
by a person with an Infectious or 
contagious disease. 

DIET OF THE 8ICK. 

The kind and amount of food must 
be determined by the physican, but 
whatever Is ordered should be served 
in the most tempting manner possible, 
and that Implies neatness and avoid- 
ance of excessive quantities that take 
away the patient's appetite. 

As soon as the meal is over, every 
vestage of food should he cleared 
away. 

Milk and eggs arc digestible Bnd 
valuable foods. The flesh of young 
animals, veal for instance. Is not 
ensfly digested, while beef and mutton 
are usually more easily digested than 
starchy foods, like bread and potatoes. 
Of course, pork, corned beef, beans, 
cubbago, and carrots are out of the 
question. 

Beef Tea.— Remove all tho fat from 
a piece of beef, proforably rump steak, 
cut tho meat Into small dlce-Hke 
squares, put them into a saucepan and 
add a pint of cold water to each pound 
of meat. Let the saucepan ntand two 
honrs In a warm plaee, where It will 



not come to a holl, the hack of rhe 
range, for Instance, and at the end of 
that time, skim off any fat that is 
floating, but do not remove the brown 
scum. Now boll for twenty minutes, 
pass through a coarse colander (not 
a strainer), or simply pour off the 
liquid, holding the pieces of meat in 
with a spoon. Then season with salt 
and pepper, a little more than for the 
taste of a well person, and serve hot, 
a cupful at a t|me. 

This tea should look something 
like chocolate. The brown partielcs 
floating thickly In it are coagulated 
albumen, and the most valnahle por- 
tion for food. If they are strained 
off, you have little more than a solu- 
tion of salts and flavoring extracts — 
good stimulant, hut poor food". The 
tea is made pleasant to the taste by 
boiling, and. can be made more so by 
stirring In, while boiling, a teaspoon- 
ful of flour or arrowroot, previously 
mixed with cold water. 

Beef Juice Is made hy cutting up 
and squeezing, in a lemon squeezer, 
or beef Juice extractor, pieces of beef 
previously broiled two minutes. 

Oat Meal and Indian Meal Gruel.— 
Stir .two tahlespoonfuls of cither, prev- 
iously mixed with cold water. Into a 
pint of boiling water, and boll an hour. 
Then stir and add salt. 

POULTICES. 

Poultices are made of different sub- 
stances, according to tbe effect de- 
sired. For soothing purposes, and to 
allay Inflammation, flax or linseed meal 
and bread are commonly used, while 
if we require a counter-irritant mus- 
tard is employed. 

Flaxseed Poultice.— To a little Hot 
water placed In a vessel, previously 
scalded out to Insure everything being 
hot. flaxseed meal is added gradually 
and stirred in until a well-mixed, soft. 
and hot mass Is produced of the con- 
sistency of very thick paBte. This 
is spread an Incb thick on linen or 
tblck muslin, and a piece of tbin 
matertRl (cheese cloth or an old linen 
handkerchief) laid over it. tbe edges 
being folded ander on to the back of 
tbo poultice. 

The ohiect of employing same thin 
material between the Bkin and tbe 
poultice is to prevent the flaxseed 
from sticking to the skin. Tbe poul- 
tice must be applied bot, and kept 
warm and moist by thick coverings 
of cotton batting, flannel, oiled silk, 
or mackintosh, and must be well- 
secured In Its place. 

These poultices are changed once 
In two or three hours, the old one 
not being removed until the fresh one 
Is ready to put on immediately. 

Bread Poultice. — The bread poultice 
Is made fin |the same .way. using 
crumhs of stale bread Instead of flax- 
seed meal. By using hot milk Instead 
of water the bread and milk poultice 
Is made. They are applied and man- 
aged exactly the same ss the flaxsiwd. 

Mustard Poultice or Plaster. — A 
mustard plaster Is made by mixing 
ground mustard with warm water to 
a thin paste, which Is Bpread thinly on 
a piece of cloth or brown paper, and 
after having a piece of thtn material 
spread over It, It Is applied to tbe 
skin and kept on until tbe akin Is 
well reddened, but not blistered. This 
plaster Is usually far too strong to

get the best effects. It Is heuer to 
use one part of mustard to four of 
flour. Indian meal, flaxseed, oat meal, 
or hran, may he substituted for the 
flour. Their only object Is to dilute 
the mustard. 

If the poultice Is for a child, six to 
eight times as much flour as mustard 
should he used. 

Boiling or very hot water must not 
he used to make a mustard poultice, 
as tie heat drives off the volatile oil 
to which the mustard owes Its value 
as an Irritant.
